No; It Cannot Be! 



Ou Friday, unc'er the caption, "Can 
it bo 1" our local contemporary <l«vot- 
od a lending article to the presentation 
of certain alleged facts, and conclusions 
founded thereou , which may bo briefly 
summarised as follows:— Early in 
April Mr. Robson chartered the steam- 
er Otter at $175 a day, "ostensibly" for 
tho purpose of searching for the sur- 
vey party thou absent at Gardiner 
Canal. On the 10th of April tho steam- 
er was dispatched — not direct to Gar- 
diner Canal, whore the party must 
bo, where they were supposed to be in 
a starving condition, aud where rea- 
son and humanity dictated sho should 
have been sont; but the steamer was 
first sent to the head of Bute Inlet, 
where a party went ashore and staked 
off some laud, proceeding thence, not 
to Gardiner, but to the head of 
Daaue Channel. And what "wont 
she there for ? queries our contempor- 
ary; and it answers, Certainly not to 
look for the Douglas, but to grab the 
terminus— to secure possession of 640 
acres of valuable land including tho 
Indian village and the C.P.R.S. siore- 
houso erected lust year. On the re- 
turn of the Otter, it adds, application 
was made at the Land Offico for the 
lands referred to at the head of these 
respective inlets, and it arrives at tuo 
conclusion that Mr. liobson sent an 
agent on the Ottor and divertod her 
from her proper course and duty for 
ihe purpose of getting possession, or 
aiding others to get possession, of 
these lands, to the detriment of the 
interests of tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. 

Now we invite attention to the fol- 
lowing brief statement of facts; and 
mirk how simple a tale will put down 
the vindictive libeller: 

Mr. Robson chartered and dispatch- 
ed the Ottor on the expedition referred 
to under instructions from Ottawa, 
and those instructions directed thatthesteam- 
er should proceed up Bute Inlet and Deane 
Canal before yoing to Gardiner Channel.' 
Mr. Robson, aftor consulting the sen- 
ior Engineer, sent an agont on the Ot- 
ter with written instructions to obtain 
what information he could from the 
Indians at the head of Bute and Deano 
Inlets and make careful observations 
respecting the ice formations and 
Bnowfalls, etc., as this was understood 
to bo tbe principal objeot of ascending: 
these Inlets. No one went ashoro at 
Bute Inlet and staked off land; and it 
was only very recently that Mr. Rob- 
bou learned that a party altogether un- 
known (o him had managed to get up 
to Deane Canal on the Otter and had 
staked off hind there. Neither is it 
true that tho applications for laud at 
the respective heads of these Inlets 
. were m;ide as stated by our contem- 
porary, "after" the return of the Otter. 
By referring to the Land Office wo 
find that these applications vera made long 
before the Otter l<ft and nearly a mouth be 
/ore she returned! 

Stripped of the wild romance so 
artfully woven round it by contempt- 
ible malice, tho whole matter resolves 
itself into something like this: — Under 
less aggravated circumstances thau 
Mr. DeCosmos pi oceeded to the head 
of Bute Iulet on the Dominion stemo- 
er last year for the purpose of gaining 
surreptitious possession of land claim- 
ed to be reserved in tho interest of tbe 
Dominion Government, a person 
wholly unknown to Mr. Robson pro- 
ceeded on the Otter to the head of 
Deane Channel aud staked out a cer- 
tain piece of land; and so far from 
Dominion officials having been con- 
cerned in the transaction, they have, 
ever since becoming aware of the cir- 
cuujtilunces, employed every means in 
their power to defeat it.

The State of the "Wagon 
Road. 

[bFEOTATj to coloxist.] 

Yale. June 1st. 
The road is again dry but broken in 
places; heavy teams cannot pass tho 
3-mile post. The road was floodeil from 
the 20th to 31st of May. Fiftoen teams 
stuck on this (the Yale) side and it is 
supposed as many moro were detained at 
Boston Bar. The peoplo aro agitating 
with tho view of getting tho road raised, 
as the Hoods now occur yearly instead of 
oUoo every three or four years as in days 
gono by. The 20-milo post appears to be 
the worBt affected rn>int arid on Monday 
last tho water there stood from 13 to 20 
feet deep. All money circulation during 
tho time of tho high* water wits stopped 
mul the business of teamsters seriously 
impodod if not crippled. 

The Debenture Act, 1876. 

The author of tho latest attempt to in- 
jure the credit of tho Province by decry- 
ing the value of tho debentures issued 
under the authority of the Act of the Leg- 
islature of 187G, is said to bo one of the 
late Ministers, who wore discharged from 
public sorviee for malfeasance. Tho du- 
berttures aro a charge— and the only 
charge — on the genuine revenue of tho 
Province; and so far from being irredeem- 
able, aro made payable in two years, at 
tho end of which time tho government 
hope, by tbo exorcise of strict economy 
and the careful management of tho finan- 
ces, to pay off every dollar of public in- 
debtedness which the rascality and waste 
of thoir predecessors incurred. 

New Offices —Tho Custom House of- 
ficials have moved from the old to the 
now building situated on Wharf street, at 
the foot of Brougbton, where they now oc- 
cupy a very handsome suite of rooms. The 
offloea are plainly but substantially fur- 
nished, -veil lighted and so arranged as to 
afford every convenience both for tho pub- 
lic and occupants, being in all respects in 
diroct contrast with tho dingy apart- 
Tiients, used for many years past. The 
people will be agreeably astonished at tho 
transformation sceno.

At a btuiquet given to the bravo ex- 
plorer on his arrival at Livorpool he 
gave this briof summary on his travels 
ft io,r days since:— 

"I left England on tho 30th of Nov- 
ember, 1872, and went to Zanzibar 
with Sir Bartle Frero's mission. Thero 
wore tour of us — myself, Mr. Murphy, 
Dr. Dillon, and Mr. Moffat, a nephew 
of Livingstone, who waa too young 
for the hardships of tho jouruoy. Aft- 
er n great deal of difficulty in getting 
men, I started with my first caravan 
iu company with Dr. Dillon in March, 
1873, leaving Murphy and Moffat be- 
hind. Moffat unfortunately died be- 
fore ho rejoined us, but Murphy went 
on with ub over countries travelled 
through before by Eurton and Speke 
and Stanley, to Unyanyembe. Here 
Dr. Dillon was talcon ill aud had to go 
back/ and I had difficulties with some 
of tho natives, who offered opposition. 
Let me say hero that it was not with 
the bettor class of Arabs, whom I have 
found to bo in the best souso of the 
word, gentlemen. On Livingstone's 
body coming in, Dillon and Murphy 
went back with it, and I after much 
delay, travellod over tho samo route as 
Burton and Stanloy toUjiji. Thero I 
mot Arabs again and received aid at 
their handa. .1. spent over two months 
there in surveying Tanganyika; and 
after rounding its southorn end I 
found out what I had always behoved 
there must bo — an outlet on its west- 
ern shore. Thenco I went to Nyang- 
wo, Livingstono'a furthest, and found

really the head waters of tho Con- 
go. After in vain trying to get boats, 
I went with an Arab, Hamod ib-Ham- 
ed , to his camp to try to work my way 
to Lake Sankarra, into which the Lu- 
tilaba falls; but tho chief on the op- 
posite bank of the Lo nami refused a 
passage. I then worked away to the 
south to where I thought thero were 
Portuguese traders and the country of 
Kasongo, who is chief of Urna. I 
found another Arab, Jumahibu-Salim, 
who was very kind to mo. Here I fell 
in with a Portuguese subject named 
Alois, who said ho was going diroct to 
tho coust; but he was unreliable and 
delayed me moro than .six months. 
During that time I was ablo to visit 
ono lako and to see another named 
Kusali, which is on ono of tho affiuonts 
of tho Congo. I afterwards followod 
down the water parting botwoon the 
Zambesi arid tho Congo until I got in- 
to the Congo basin, and my examina- 
tion enables me to say that they con- 
stitute ono of the most maguiticont 
systems of internal water communica- 
tions in the world, Tho Tanganyika 
and tho Congo could bo joinod for tho 
purposes of navigation by a canal 
thirty miles in length. Tho riches of 
tho country aro unspoakable, and I 
could not attempt to doscribo thorn 
now; but I am suro that tho centre of 
Africa, especially on tho wost sido of 
the Tanganyika, is destined ono day 
to be tho scene of civilization and pro- 
ductive trade. From its mineral 
wealth and agricultural capabilities it 
will be one of tho granaries of tho 
world and tho soono of iron manufac- 
tures when other parts of tho world 
havo boon worked out; and if my jour- 
ney does anything towards hastening 
tho oponing up of ibis part of Africa I 
shall consider myself amply ropaid."

The Centennial. 



International Exhibitions are now a 
quarter of a century old, Tho first was 
held in London iu 1851; tho last' prior 
to that now opened in the Quakor 
City, in Vienna. Tho great Paris Ex- 
position, in many respects perhaps 
moro attractive , than any of those 
which preceded or capio after i|;, 
brought together people from every 
quartor of the globo, and already. un- 
der the Ropublic, tho decree has gono 
forth for the holding of another "Ex- 
position TJuiversello" in the year 1878. 
It was thought some few years ago 
that those groat world's fairs had run 
thomselves out, but evidently this was 
a mistakeri idea. America has givdn 
them a new fillip. To the recurrence 
of tho hundredth anniversary of tho 
birth of the American Hepublic wo 
probably owe tho present Exhibition; 
but tho idea from which it sprung has 
in no way contributed to dim tho bril- 
liancy of the occasion. There aro few 
civilized nations in tho world whioh 
havv not responded to tho call whioh 
went forth from Philadelphia four 
years ago. Even the district colonies 
of tho Australasian group have put in 
appearance in strength aud beauty and 
attractiveness. Wo are ploascd to seo 
that Great Britain, rising to the dig- 
nity of hor matured manhood, and 
forgotful of tho fatuous policy of tho 
Third of the Georges aud tho humili- 
ating circumstances to which it mom- 
mentarily led, is perhaps the largest 
exhibitor at Fair mount Park. It is with 
much pleasure that we copy from tho 
New York 'Herald' the following with 
reforonco to tho part taken by Great 
Britain in adding lo tho magnificence 
and the success of tho Exhibition : 

"Next to tho United States tho 
country holding the most important 
place in tho Exhibition is Groat Britain. 
The interests of the two countries are 
too varied and important to be slight- 
ed in behnlf of any sentiment that 
might exist as to the Centennial year 
and tho event it commomoratos. 
Speaking as Americans, we think we 
may say that thero is no memory of a 
hundred yoars but what brings with it 
respect for tho valour and persistence 
of England, and especially for the 
stubborn, high-spirited and conscien- 
tious King who perilled his crown and 
kingdom to save his American empire. 
The English, so far from showing 
coldness and indifference, have enter- 
ed into our fair with as much zeal as 
though it were under thoir own and 
not an alien flag. If we note this 
specially it is not in a spirit of wonder, 
but of recognition. And why should 
England not rejoice in the Centennial 
fair? In the largest sense this is an 
English fair. As our correspondent 
expressed it the other day, Mother 
England sits within the sunlit palaco 
of glass and iron, her brood of colo- 
nies nestled under her wings, her 
grandeur manifest to all eyes, a living 
expression of the strength of an Em- 
pire upon which the sun never sets. 
But there is none of her colonies or 
possessions— Canada.with herfrosh and 
sinewey strength ; Australia, with her 
mountain of gold, its valuo summed up 
toaslxpenco, orlndia, rich in gold and silk 
and gems-there is none of them whose 
history speaks with so much eloquence 
of tho glory of England as tho United 
States. For we owe what wo are as a 
Christian Peoplo to tho lessons we 
learned from tho venerable Mother 
Land. Her presence in the Centen- 
nial palace is a most gratifying ovont. 
and we are proud to think that in all 
the essentials of a world's fair her ex- 
hibition, in point of variety, is second 
only to our own."— [Exchange. |

A Chinese History. — Tho London 
'Atheniuum' has tho following: — A 
Chinese history, in oight volumos, of 
the French and German war, has re 
cently been presented to the library of 
the British Museum. The authors, 
Wang Taou and Chang Tsung-leang, 
as stated iu tho preface, collected tho 
materials for their work from foreign 
newspapers, and tho account they have 
compiled from theso daily utterances 
is highly creditable to thoir critical 
and editorial abilities. In tho present 
state of Europe the authors find a pi 
allol to the condition of China about 
tivo hundred years befora Christ, and 
as that was one of tho most disturbed 
periods in Chinese history, they evi 
dently consider that poace is not like- 
ly to continue among us. In fact, the 
only prospect they seo of avoiding 
hostilities is in a firm alliance between 
England, Franco, Russia and Prus- 
sia! The history begins with a genenJ 
sketch of the war. Tho celebrated in- 
terview botweon Eenedetti, who is 
called 'Poon-ni-teh-ti,' and tho King 
of Prussia at Ems, which appoars as 
'Im-sze,' tho various battle, with the 
crowning disaster at *Szo-tan,' (Sedan) 
and tho siege of Paris, aro all fully 
described, and the book closes with 
the election of 'Mak-ma-kan' as Presi- 
dent of tho French Republic." 



In Parliament, May 2, Mr. P. Tay- 
lor drew attention to two trials in tho 
Westminster County Court on tho 27th 
of January last, before a jury, whon 
verdicts for £15 Cs damages for two 
assaults upon boys woro given against 
Mr. Reginald Gorton Wilberforco, a 
justice of lho poaco for tho country of 
Susbox, and movod that it was not de- 
sirable that Mr. Wilborforco should 
continue on tho bench of magistrates.

WIIEhkUS by an Act of Parliament nuado aud 
passed in the Session of Parliament holdeu in 
thd thirty-third aud thirty-fourth years of ♦•>» reign 
of tier pres,!ut'Majesty, intituled "An Act for amend- 
lug tho Law relating to the Extradition of Crimi- 
nal))," and also by an Act of Parliament inado and 
passed in the Session of Parliament holden in the 
thirty-sixth and thirty-seventh years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, Intituled "An Act to amend 
tho Extradition Act. 1870," It wan amongBt other 
things briacted', that whore an arrangement has been 
made with any toreigu State with respect to tho sur- 
reudur to such State of any fugitive criminals. Her 
Majesty may, by Order in Council, direct that tlio 
said Acts shall apply In the case of such foreign 
Statu ; and that Her Majesty may, by tho same or 
any subsequent Order, limit the operation of tho 
Order, aud restrict the same to fugitive criminals 
who are Intor suspected of being in the part of Her 
MJaestly'* Dominions specified lu the Order, and 
rouder tho operation thereof subject to such condi- 
tions, ercoptlons, and qualifications as may bo 
deemed expedient : 

And whereas a 'reaty was conoludod on tho sixth 
day of January, l«7i. between her Majesty and lb o 
President of the Kepublic of Hundrraa, for tho Mu- 
tual Extradition ot Fugitive. Criminals, which Treaty 
is in the terms following :— ' 

Her Majesty (he Queen of the Uultod Kingdom of 
Groat Britain aud Ireland, and Uls Excellency tho

UU J no subject ol the Unltud 
Kingdom shall ho delivered up by tho Government 
thereof to tho Government of Honduras. 

ARTICLE IV. 
The extradition ahall not take place if the person 
•lalmed on the part of the Government of tho United 
Kingdom, or the person claimed on the part of the 
Government of Honduras has already been tried and 
discharged or punished, nr is still under trial In tho 
tenitory of th.. united Kingdom or of Honduras re. 
spuctlvely for tho crime for which his extradition is 
demanded.
